New Yorn, May 23.—A fair, slight girl, with au- 
burn hair that hung in curls on her forehead, en- 
gaged lodging a few weeks ago at the old-fashioned 
brick house at 42 Clinton Place, where she had 
lodged before. She was an actress and was known 
the landlady as Miss Maude Stewart. Miss 
Stewart was in the last stages of consumption. She 
seemed to have no friends, and Dr. Thomas Wildes 
was called in and attended her as a charity patient.

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THE COAL ASSOCIATION. 


Nothing Accomplished by the Hand 
Miners’ Pool at To-Day's Meeting. 

The details of the meeting of the hand coal 
miners on Monday last, as published in the Post- 
Dispatos, included the formation by those gentle- 
men of the St. Louis Coal Association, which 
was to meet tor the firss time 
at 11 o’clock to-day at the office of J. S. Whitehead, 
the coal pool agent, on Fourth and Chestnut streets. 
The differences between the hand miners and the 
machine miners of coal are no nearer adjust 
ment now that the meeting is over 
than they were before it was begun. 


The hand miners have formed a pool for the pur- 
pose of setting and maintaining a price on coal. 
The machine miners up to the present time have 
declined to come into this pool, but it was ex- 
pected that to-day’s gathering would remove ail 
the obstacles and that the St. Louis Coal As- 
sociation would be launched with all the honors. 
The meets, was called for 11 o'clock, and at that 
hour Mr. Whitehead's office was crowded with 
both hand aud machine operators. Fully 
an hour was spent in a _ strenuous 
but unsuccessful effort, by the hand-operators to 
induce the machiue men to sign the pool pledge, 
and to abide by the action of the association. 
Finally, Mr. Freudenlan ra ped the members to 
order. and stated that unless it was otherwis¢ 
ordered. all persons who had not signed the paper 
committing them to the association. were reques 

to withdraw. The machine operators accordingly 
filed out into the hall. . 

Reports were called for from the different com- 
mittees appointed to interview the operators on the 
different roads, and fix upon the quotas of coal to 
be furnished, but were not presented, and a week's 
further time was given for the work. A 
resolution was adopted deciaring that 
until such time as the opertors 
now out should agree to come into the coal associa- 
tion no price could be fixed. A motion made by 
Mr. I. D. Crabb that the Association adjourn sine 
die was voted dowa in some confusion, and the 
assotiation adjourned to meet next Saturday at the 
same place.

THE CITY OF BERLIN. 


The Steamer Encounters Several Large 
Icebergs un Her Last Trip. 

New Yorx, May 28.—The steamship City of Ber- 
lin, on the 9th inst., at 3:85 @. m., latitude 48° . 
longitude 49° 80’, struck an iceberg—stern on—in a 
dense fog. The engines were golng very slowly at 
the time. Her bowsprit and figurehead were carried 
away, but no damage was done below the main 
deck line. At 4:15 she proceeded quite slowly. At 
6:24 a. m. she passed another iceberg, and still an- 
other at 8:50. The City of Berlin brings 143 cabin 
and 1,139 steerage passengers. 

A PASSENGER'S ACCOUNT. 

Mr. James O Rourke. one of the cabin passengers 
on the steamer City of Berlin, makes the following 
report; The City of Berlin sailed from Liverpool 
for New York on May 12. All went well, the 
weather being very fine and thé sea smooth, until 
approaching the banks of Newfoundland, when a 
thick fog set in at 8 p. m. Monday, the 18th instant, 
which continued until 10 p. m. of the 20th, when it 
cleared off. The ship was run 
at about half speed during the 
fog, and the steam whistle kept blowing at 
intervals of about five minutes. On Tuesday morn- 
ing, at about 3:25, the ship came in collision with an 
immefése iceberz, which carried away the jibboom, 
bowsprit, tigurehead and all gear attached, stove 
in the bow, breaking the iron plates ,deck planking, 
iron railroads, etc. Many tons of ice fall upon the 
torecastle deck, breaking it through and going 


down into the hold. 

Two men on the lookout had a very narrow es- 
cape with their lives, the fog being sothick at the 
time that they coula not see the iveberg until it 
came tumbling ou the forward deck, where they 
were standing, which caused them to 
run for their lives. At the time 
of the shock Chief Officer Tarleton and Second 
Officer Barker were on duty on the bridge,and with 
great promptness Mr. Barker rusbed to the bow of 
the ship to ascertain whether the ship was cut 
through below the water line, at the. same time 
giving orders to

“The 
finest drive in the eountry,” said he, and yet near- 
ly useless... The dust was four inches deep snd 
the air was full of it. 

Ir would be an interesting calculation to check off 
the number of vehicles which pass over the road 
on a fine day, and estimate how much the expense 
divided up pro rata would amount to for each per- 
son. The Gentlemen's Drfving Club has taken the 
matter in hand, and it has been estimated that the 
cost of keeping the avenue well sprinkled, can be 
brought within the sum of $20 per day. Taking 
ninety days as a fair estimate of the number on 
which the avenue will need sprinkling within the 
next four months, only $1,800 will be required, and 
this much ought to be raised in a jiffy. A contribu- 
tion of five cents for every man who takes a drive 
on fine afternoons would pay for the luxury of 2 
well sprinkled road. Fifty cents a drive would he a 
light tax for thie result, The Driving Club gave a 
matinee for the object, which ought to have raised 
the full amount, but, as is usually the case, while 
afew men were liberal, many would do nothing, 
and they are the greatest grumblers. It would be 
a mere matter of business for the livery men to pay 
for it.

Parlia- 
ment, which is now the faithful echo of popular 
feeling, shows signs of breaking away from a leader 
whose honor and honesty does not compensate for 
his timidity in euch an emergency as this. The 
coalition of Radicals, Parneliites and Conservatives 
against the Irish Crimes Act is, we think, quite as 
much the result of dissatisfaction with the Govern- 
ment's course on the question aq with its 
proposed legislation for Ireland; and, from present 
indications, unless Gladstone and his colleagues put 
the Russian question in far better shape than it now 
is, during the Parliamentary recess, which began 
yesterday to continue two weeks, they will be 
beaten by the coalition on a test vote and make 
room for successors of sterner sort.

The Antique Feminine Waist. 
From the Magazine of Art. 

I believe it is said that the corset was not un- 
known to Rome, but it is clear that the Greek and 
Roman women, asa whole, were quite convinced 
that the human form was itself beautiful, so that 
they made no attempt to disfigure it by compres- 
sion or addition. Young girls were dressed simply, 
chastely and yet elegantly in the flowing stola, 
slightly open at the throat and occasionally falling 
in two sets of folds, On the eve of marriage they 
were ciad in a white robe called theregilla. After 
that event they wore the girdle, which the Roman 
matrons generally placed immediately beneath the 
bosom. Sometimes it was a band and at other 
times a cord tied in a bow, over which the folds of 
the upper part of the dress fell gracefully. Among 
the Greeks, though not infrequently worn as just 
described, it was often placed lower down. Oc- 
sionally the stola was bound about the bosom by a 
band passing over the right shoulder and under the 
left breast. This gave the right arm liberty for 
action and it was only for this object or for speedy 
motion that the waist cord ever seems to have 
been drawn very tight. So little did the Greek and 
Roman women think of the waist that in great 
numbers of draped statues their mantles are so 
arranged as to hide it altogether. 


Gail Hamilton Scorches the Prohibitionists 
Gail Hamilton in North American Review. 

What political prohibition has thus far done may 
be summed up: By methods not only ant agonistic, 
but quarrelsome. sometimes even to the borders of 
scurrility, by misr epr that charity alone 
can attribute to misunderstanding, it has shamed its 
own prophecies, destroyed its own harmony, de- 
pleted its own ranks, vitiated its own laws, defeated 
the party from which all prohibitory legislation has 
come, enthroned the party by which all prohibitory 
legislation has been opposed. This it can continue 
to do indefinitely; but no protestation on the part 
of ita leaders, and no delusion on the part of its 
followers can alter the fact that it is working in the 
interests of intemperance and not in the interests of 
temperance.

Leading a detachment of the 
Forty-fourth regiment to the support of the falter- 
ing column of Gen. Gibbs, his right arm was shat- 
tered by a ball, and his horse killed by another. 


Mounting the small creole pony of his aid, Capt. 


MoDougall, he again pushed to the front of the wa- 
vering line—then within an hundred yards of the 
American batteries. “At this moment the standard- 
bearer of the Ninety-third, feeling something rub- 
bing against his epaulette, turned, and percelyed 
through the smoke the small black horse which 
Peckenham now rode. It was led by his aid, as be 
seemed to have no use of his right arm. In his left 
hana he held his cap, which he waved in the air, 
crying out, ‘Hurra! brave Highlanders There 
was an awful crash and the ensign saw the little 
pony fall and its rider roll from the sad- 
dle into the arms of Capt. McDougall, who, 
strangely enough, had performed the same 
office for Gen. Ross, killed in the British 
advance on Baltimore. The second wound 
was from @ grapeshot laying open the thigh, 
and before the now disabled man could be lifted 
from the ground, a third shot struck him in the 
groin, producing immediate paralysis. He was 
quickly carried to the rear, and laid under a live 
oak, where he died ina few moments without ut- 
tering a word. The remains of Packenham, after 
the removal of the viscera, were put in acask of 
rum and taken to England, where they rest 
in St. Paul's Churchyard, London. A handsome 
monument iserected to his memory within the 
Cathedral. Gen. Gibbs was mortally wounded 
about the game time, and died in horrible agony 
next day; the command then devolving upon Maj. 
Gen. John Lambert, to whom the credit of a most 
skiliful retreat in the face of a victorious foe, is 
mainly, if not exclusively, due—and for which he 
received the honors of knighthood, The American 
loss was § killed and 13 wounded, not including 
those who fell on the west bank—a small number. 
The British loss, out of a total force on both sides 
of the river, of about 6,000 men, was, by official 
report, 201 killed, 1,255 wounded, 488 missing; in all, 
1.929. A large proportion of the wounded died be- 
fore the retreat.

Bill-Posters as Censors, 
From the Dramatic News. 

A decision of interest to managers, rendered by a 
Brooklyn judge, has apparently escaped the atten- 
tion of most theatrical people. Some church mem- 
bers caused the arrest of a bill-poster across the 
bridge upon a charge of displaying theatrical print 
ing that was alleged to be indecent. The accused 
wasfound guilty, although he personally had seen 
none of the paper until it was upon the bill-boards. 
His punishment was only a nominal one, being a 
fine of $1. A precedent was thus established, how- 
ever. which may work considerable damage. 

Probably the printing was indecent, but the 
question arises whether it is proper to make the 
bill-poster responsible, and thus constitute him a 
censor of the illustrations given bim to distribute. 
The bill- poster isa very useful individual, but he is 
apt to find the new office thrust upon him too much 
even for his keen discrimination. Some distin- 
guished authorities have differed when they under- 
took to define the line between the. artistic and the 
indecent. The least the purists can dois to give 
the knight of the paste brush some tangible idea for 
deciding which pictures shall adorn the dead walls 
and which shall be consigned to the waste paper 


man.

Mrs. Beda Button of New Haven Celebrat- 
ing Her One-Hundredth Birthday.

New Haven, Coxx., May 23.—Up in North Haven, 
Mrs. Beda Button yesterday celebrated her one- 
hundredth birthday.

Up to within the past few years her memory was 
almost perfect. but she finds great difficuity in 
recalling recent events, while she re- 
members clearly the doings of seventy-five 
years ago. Mrs. Button takes great delight in telling 
of the doiags of her girlnoud days. She was re- 
mar«cable for her agility, and greatly preferred to

achievement is the ordering of a Court of Inquiry 
to examine into the extraordinary expenditures of 


the Mare Island Yard in San Francisco. The sub- 
‘ject of this inquiry is shown in the officia! letter of 
the Secretary given below. From it it will be seen 
that the Mohican, a vessel which is just ready to go 
to sea, has been in the dry-doek undergoing re- 
pairs and reconstruction since 1872, For thirteen 
years appropriations have been poured into this 
vessel, She could be built new to-day for $250,000. 
She has no value now even as a war vessel. Nine 
hundred thousand dollars have been expended upon 
her since she went into the dry-dock. This is the 
price of one of the finest steel cruisers of the first 
Gece of the British navy. The following is Mr. 
bhitney's letter: 
Navy Department, Wasninctox, May 11, 1885. 

Str—In the line of the “Buggestions contained in 
my letter to you of April 15, | have made such in- 
vestigations as my time would rmit into the ex- 

nditures made at the Mare Island Navy Yard of 

te years, for the purpose of satisfying myself as 
to its condition as a place for the efficiant perform- 
ance of public work. Taking certain lines of inquiry 
as tests, Iam compelied to express the greatest 
astonishment at the results indicated. 

The steamship Mohican was taken out of com- 
mission in the year 1872. Since that time she has 
remained in the Mare Island Yard undergoing re- 
construction, including the substitution os new 
machinery 9 the old. She is now substantial 
ready for sea, and within the next sixty days will 
re-enter the service, 

From the accounts of this department it my 
that there has been spent on her in the Mare Island 
Yard $845,000, which, with further amounts here- 
after likely to come in, will raise her total expendi- 
tures to about 8900. 000; and this upon a wooden 
vessel of about 1,900 tons displacement. 

For the fact that she is of a class now obsolete as 
an effective weapon of war, and substantially 
worthiess, the Yard cannot be neld responsible 
But that the expense of this reconstruction in the 
Mare Island Yard has cost the Government at 
least three times what a new ship of the same 
character and class could have been built for, does 
certainly indicate the most extraordinary mis- 
management and wastefulness. Similar indica- 
tions appear to me in the case of partial repairs and 
replacements made upon other vessels not 
necessary to comment upon in detail. 

It may be said that the economy or lack of econ 
omy with which repairs are conducted is, in gen- 
eral, a thing difficuit to prove. But circumstances 
like those exhibited in the ase of the Mohican are 
entirely incapable of explanation, except upon the 
ground that either through a fault of system or for 
some other reason the public money spent lu the 
Mare Island Yard is, in the main, thrown away. 
I have decided to constitute a Board of Investiga- 
tion for the purpose of conducting an inquiry upon 
the spot into the system and methods prevalent in 
the yard, and the orders constituting the board and 
covering their authority will accompany this com- 
munication. 
I have beretofore directed certain foremen of the 
Yard to bedismissed. The Naval Regulations pro- 
vide: That whenever a vacancy shail occur in the 
position of foreman a board shall be convened at 
the Navy Yard, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Navy, to make a selection from qualified 
candidates who shall have passed a satisfactory 
examiuation, irrespective of locality—no district or 
State being entitled to preference for these posi- 
tions. The board to be constituted will, until 
further orders, conduct these examinations. 
I call your attention, and, through you, that of 
the Board to be constituted, to the number of men 
carried upon the rolls as foremen, quartermen, 
igadingmen, etc., (persons engaged in the work of 
supervision.) and desire suggestions as to a more 
sluple and effective form of organization, which 
shall combine classes of work similar in general 
charac er under the same supervision, whether con- 
ducted by different Bureaus of this Department or 
otherwise, for the purpose of giving a greater sim- 
piicity and probably effectiveness to the organiza- 
tion.

Adventure in Kansas Oity.

Mr. T. M. McFadden, who arrived in the ci 
Wednesday night from called at Cen- 
tral Police Station yesterday afternoon and 
asked Chief Speers if he was City al 
here twenty years ago.

„The causes which led to the chase happened 
October 27, 1866. I will not soon forget the 
date. I left Kansas City—not the Kansas City 
of to-day by a good deal—on horseback in the 
afternoon, inten to go to Monticello to at- 
tend a meeting of the masons, I was to 
initiated in the third degree. After I had gone 
a liltle distance I was met, by seven men, also 
on horseback, who told me I had better go with 
them, Twoof them caught hold of my bridle 
and another covered me with a persuader.

IJ remember the place well. It was just near 
where a man named Lafayette Graham lived, 
who was married to a squaw. You see there 
were not many women around here except 

uaws when the first settlers got married. 
Where was I when the old man was 
shot? Well, I was sitting on my horse 
holding on to the pommel of my saddle, 
with a man at hach side of my horse’s head 
and another one covering me with his n. 
After we left the spot where they murdered the 
old man, they found out that there was going 
to be a big meeting of the masons and gave up 
the raid, as they were afraid there might be too 
many people in town. So they took my horse 
and rode back toward Kansas City. I suppose 
they took the horse so that they might have 
time to get away before I could reach Monticello 
and give the alarm. I borrowed a horse at the 
first — I reached, and galloped into Mon- 
ticello. We organized a party and started out 
after the gang. Thenext day when we were 
in Kansas City I saw some of the horses out in 
McGee’s addition. When their owners saw us 
they made a break for them, and all but one 
got away. We captured him and started with 
him for Kansas. Maybe he would have been 
lynched. When he got to Main street the 
fellow made a break and started down the 
street with his horse onadeadrun. I started 
after him on the jump and began to shoot. We 
had a matinee the whole way to the river, He 
was lying down on his horses neck and I was 
pumping the lead at him as fast as I knew how 
with both horses going for all that was in 
them. Lou see I had a big felon on my trigger 
finger, and that was the reason I couldn't hit 
him. Hereis the scar yet,” holding up his 
index finger. 

When we reached the river my gun was 
empty, but he didn’t know ii, and galloped 
straigut in. The river was high and running 
like a millstream, but he didn’t stopa second. 
Did he get across? That's more than I can tell 
you. I began to get a little scared myself 
then, and got out of town as soon as I could. 
You see it was just after the war, and Kansas 
and Missouri weren’t on very good terms, If 
they caught a fellow from Missouri over in 
Kansas they didn’t fool with him much, and if 
a Kansan strayed over in Missouri he didn’t 
stay any longer than necessary. but that’s the 
way I happened to take the ride down Main street 
and make the man swim the Missouri River.

How and for What Reasons They are 
Granted in Many Countries.

She 
then may claim the first, third and fifth child, 
and the alternate children are yielded to the 
husband.

The husband cannot sell 
his wife until she leaves him by action of the 
law or desertion. A son is bound to divorce his 
wife if she displeases his parents. 

Jews.—In olden times the Jews had a discre- 
tionary power of divorcing their wives, 

Javans.—If the wife be dissatisfied she can 
obtain a divorce by paying a certain sum. 

Thibetans,—Divorces are seldom, allowed, 
unless with the consent of both parties—neither 
of whom can afterward remarry. 

Moors.—If the wife does not become a mother 
of a boy she may be divorced with the consent 
of the tribe, and she can marry again. 

Abyssinians.—No form of marriage ig neces- 
sary.

The National Encampment Engross- 
ing the Attention of the Local 


Organizations. 


Trouble in the Ranks of the Prize 
Battalion—A Question of Seniority— 
The Centretown Trip Again tothe 
Front—Officers of the Day—Notes. 


The date of the National Encampment of the 
militia at Philadelphia draws near and the local 
military authorities are still kept in the dark con- 
cerning the preparations and arrangements which 
will be made for their reception and transportation 
of the troops. Not aword has been received as 
to the probable cost of the trip, and so 
far as can be learned the railroad companies 


have not been approached in the matter of reduced 
rates for transportation. There was a report at the 
Armory during the week that the expenses of the 
trip would be defrayed out of the fund subscribed 
by the citizens, and that participants in the encamp- 
ment would enjoy the picnic free of cost, but invest- 
igation develops that, though this may be a fact,’ 
there is nothiag tangible in the way of information 
from Governor nderwood any of his 
aids, nor from the Citizens’ Committee 
of Philadelphia which would warrant its belief. 
Col. E. D. Meier says that he has no definite informa- 
tion regarding the details of the encampment nor 
of its management,and he is ail at sea so far as any 
of the arrangements are concerned. He is in cor- 
respondence wie Underwood, however, and expects 
a letter from Him within a few days which he 
thinks will contain the desired information. No 
further — in the way of information will be taken 
by the local organizations until this letter is received. 
There will bea number of prizes offered for com- 
pany and battalion drills, but some of the boys,who 
have been discouraged by the lack of news from 
Fhila de phia, affect to believe that they will not be 
worth entering for. But of course they know 
nothing about the amounts which will be put up,and 
it is not likely that the militia will be asked to take 
such a long trip, pay their own expenses and then 
fiud nothing to drill for. It is almost certain that 
the Tredways, Branch Guards, Zouaves and 
Walbriage Battalion will compete for the prizes, 
and these organizations are now getting them- 
selves in trim for extra drilling. 

In connection with the national encampment a 
cloud has already appeared upon the local horizon. 
When the Walbridge battalion decided to go to 
Philadelphia the officers commanding the different 
companies composing the battalion agreed to waive 
all rights and privileges arising from 
seniority of date of commission for 
the benefit of the battalion should it 
became necessary. In arranging the battalion for 
drill it is customary to give the place of honor up- 
on the right wing to the company commanded by 
the senior captain. Col. Walbridge, instead of ad- 
hering to this custom, assigned the company com- 
manded by Capt. Tilley, who isthe senior captain 
of the battalion, to a position in the center. 
The members of the company objected to 
the arrangement, and considered it a slight on 
their captain. It is reported that they will with- 
draw from the battalionif the company is not 
given its proper place on the right guard. Col. 
Walbridge is said to be firm in his intention of 
leaving the company out entirely unless it will ac- 
cept the position he assigned to it. Somebody 
must give in, or only three companies will compose 
the batialion. 

The United States officers who commanded the 
reguiars at the Blair monument ceremonies were 
uuanimous in their opinion that the militia drilled 
much better than the United States troops. 

Col. Meier offered Governor Marmaduke an es- 
cort, but the Governor remarked that he preferred 
not to accept it until after the State had paid the 
boys for their work at Centretown.

STONEWALL JACKSON’S COURAGE 


His Bravery in Battle Founded Upon 
Religous Faith. 


General John B. Imboden; whose ba 
bore the brunt of the artillery charge at B 
Run, relates some of the incidents of the battle 
in the May Century, from which we take the fol 
lowing: Several other batteries soon came into 
line, so that by the time Griffin and Ricketts 
were in position near the Henry house we had, 
3 , twenty-six fresh guns ready for 

m. 

The fighting was renewed, and was terrific. 
Jackson ordered me to go from battery to bat- 
tery; and see that the guns were properly aimed 
and the fuses cut to the right length. This was 
the work of but a few minutes. On returnin 
to the left of the line of guns, I stopped to — 
General Jackson's permission to rejoin m 
battery. The fight was just then hot *. 
to make him feel well. is eyes fairly blazed. 
He had a way of throwing up his left hand with 
he open palm toward the person he was ad- 

ing. He threwup his hand as he told me 
ao go. The air was full of flying missiles, and 
cs he spoke he jerked down his hand, and I 
saw the blood was streaming from it. I ex- 
plaimed, ‘General, you are wounded.’ He re- 
lied, as he drew a handkerchief from his 
breast pocket, and began to bind it up, ‘Only a 
scratch—a mere scratch,’ and galloped away 
along his line. 

General Jackson's wound, received under 
the circumstances I have described, became 
very serious when inflammation set in. On 
hearing, three days after the fight, that he was 
suffering with it, 1 rode to his quarters, in a lit- 
tle farm-house near Centerville. Although it 
was barely sunrise, he was out under the trees 
bathing the hand with spring water. It was 
much swollen and very painful, but he bore 
himself stoically. His wife and baby had ar- 
rived the night before. His little daughter, 
Julia, was still in long dresses, and I remem- 
ber tossing her, to her delight, while breakfast 
was being made ready ona rude table under 
the trees. Of course, the battle was the only 
topic discussed at breakfast. I remarked in 
Mrs Jackson’s hearing, ‘General, how is it that 
you can keep so cool, and appear so utterly in- 
sensible to danger in such a storm of shell and 
bullets as rained about you when your hand 
was hit.“ He instantly became grave and re- 
verential in his manner, and answered in a low 
tone of great earnestness: Captain my relig- 
ious belief teaches me to feel as safe in battle as 
in bed. God has fixed the time for my death. 
I do not concern myself about that, but to be 
always ready, no matter when it may overtake 
me.“ He added, after a pause, looking me full 
in the face: ‘Captain, that is the way all men 
— Uve, and then all men would be equally
